Innocuiation 
Of Dogs Is 
Sought Here 


Postmaster 
Gives Tips on 
Mail Delivery 


TAX REGISTRATION 
DEADLINE IS 
DECEMBER 8 


Sierra Madre may adopt an 
ordinance requiring all dogs to 
be innoculated against rabies. 

This possibility was discussed 
at the last meeting of the City 
Council after a letter proposing 
a quarantine had been read by 
Dr. Roy O. Gilbert, county 
health officer, who reiterated 
warnings over the widespread 
outbreak of rabies in the Los 
Angeles area. 

The Council instructed City 
Attorney T. Guy Cornyn to ob¬ 
tain copies of ordinances adopt¬ 
ed in other cities for consider¬ 
ation. City Administrator Law¬ 
rence Bevington will present an 
ordinance to the council for 
consideration at its next meet¬ 
ing. 

Mayor Charles James said the 
rabies vaccine probably would 
be effective for three years or 
more. Vaccination, he said, is 
a simple and inexpensive way 
to control the disease which has 
spread to skunks and other 
wild life. 

He emphasized that dogs suf¬ 
fer no ill effects from innocu¬ 
iation. The simplest way, he 
said, would be to require all 
dogs to be innoculated when 
owners obtain their dog li¬ 
censes. 

In other action the Council 
reported it has abandoned a 
plan to contract with the coun¬ 
ty for building inspection serv¬ 
ices and will hire an inspector 
from a list of some 30 appli¬ 
cants. 


Suggestions for expediting 
mail handling and delivery 
during the Christmas season 
were outlined yesterday by 
Postmaster Charles E. Louk. 

Window service will be avail¬ 
able at the same time as usual, 
Louk said, except on Saturdays, 
Dec. 10 and 17, when the stamp 
and parcel post winodws will 
stay open until 6 p.m. The 
money order window will close 
at noon, as usual, on those two 
days. 

Parcels should be wrapped 
properly and tied securely, 
Louk said, and they should be 
mailed as soon as possible—the 
earlier the better. Parcels and 
cards mailed early in the day 
will help alleviate congestion. 

The Post Office form that has 
been used in the past to attach 
to separate bundles of local 
and out-of-town Christmas 
cards will be distributed by the 
letter carriers to each residence 
in the near future. Additional 
forms may be obtained at the 
Post Office. 

Christmas greetings, the post¬ 
master emphasized, should be 
sent first class, whenever pos¬ 
sible. First class mail is given 
preferred handling, may be 
sealed, and contain writing and 
is forwarded or returned with¬ 
out charge. 

One of the better services for 
parcel post, Louk said, is spe¬ 
cial handling. This will not 
only speed the parcel en route 
to its destination, but also keep 
it out of the bulk parcel post.

You cannot vote if you 
have not registered since 
moving or if you have al¬ 
lowed your registration to ex¬ 
pire because of non-voting. 
Your vote, remember, may be 
the one that will decide the 
tax proposal on Jan. 31. 


The public hearing on the proposed parking district was 
continued by the City Council to Dec. 13 last week after 13 of 
the 65 affected property owners issued vigorous protests. 

Meantime, the council will contact property owners adjacent 
to the proposed district to explore the possibilities of setting up 
a second district contiguous to 
District 1. 

Those opposed to the district 
objected principally on grounds 
that their assessments were too 
high, that the district was too 
limited in scope, that it was 
discriminatory because some 
business developments were 
not included and that the fi¬ 
nancial burden should be 
spread to all section of the 
city. 

Councilman Lome Pratt said 
he believes the district is un¬ 
just from a boundary stand¬ 
point and that “adjoining prop¬ 
erty owners will get a free 
ride.” 

Ray Lindeman, special legal 
counsel on the proposed dis¬ 
trict, said boundaries of the 


district cannot be changed 
without abandoning the entire 
proceeding. 

Some city officials feel that 
if the present district is 
dropped, there will not be 
enough public support to draw 
up and proceed with plans for 
a new district.

but this much can safely be 
said: The situation is not good. 
We are badly in need of more 
revenue to care for a great 
many needs. 

Not the least of these needs 
is the simple fact of a burgeon¬ 
ing population which calls for 
increases all along the educa¬ 
tional production line. We need 
more teachers, we need to sup¬ 
ply them with space and equip¬ 
ment with which to do the jobs 
for which we have hired them, 
we need to replace wornout 
equipment, we need to repair 
our principal building, we need 
to fix its overloaded electrical 
wiring system. We need a lot 
of things and it all adds up to 
money. The money must come 
from those of us who live here, 
there being no Federal Point 
Four to pay our bills! 

The increase being asked is 
55 cents on each $100 of as¬ 
sessed valuation, a figure that 
is almost identical with the 
decrease in the over all Pasa¬ 
dena-Sierra Madre schools tax 
rate. Many people are confused 
about this, some to the extent 
of believing that, by some proc¬ 
ess of legerdemain, the 55 cents 
which will not be collected, 
will somehow accrue to Sierra 
Madre’s bank account! 

It should be pointed out that 
this 55 cents was levied by the 
Pasadena High School District 
and was used to pay for a bond 
issue for buildings in Pasa¬ 
dena, which, of course, serve 
Sierra Madre, too. This bond 
issue has been retired, hence 
the reduction in the over-all 
rate. It has nothing to do with 
Sierra Madre's elementary 
schools. Funds for our schools 
come from taxes drawn up by 
our own Board of School Trus¬ 
tees and approved by Sierra 
Madre voters at the polls. This 
money is used only for Sierra 
Madre elementary school pur¬ 
poses. 

Our elementary school basic 
tax rate is now 90 cents on 
each $100 of assessed valuation. 
The increase asked for would 
boost It to $1.45. The figure 
may seem large to many, but it 
might be pointed out that 78 
of the 86 communities in Los 
Angeles County paid higher 
rates last year. Duarte, for in¬ 
stance, has a $1.53 rate.

However, these folks will be 
more than offset by the host of 
people who will give fervent 
thanks that they will no longer 
have to rake leaves from their 
lawns and walks. No longer 
will loose, floating tree 
branches jam across their 
driveways . . . and think of the 
wonderful view that will be 
made available simply by 
clearing away all of the sight- 
obstructing trees. 

The power companies will 
thank our city for doing this 
job since each year they have 
the task of clearing tree 
branches away from electric 
lines, as well as replacing 
those knocked down during 
storms. 

We invite Sierra Madreans to 
rally to our cause.

cross bearing it down, an erect 
human figure, small but clear¬ 
ly shown. 

What was its import, this pic¬ 
ture the painter titled “God Is 
Love"? The Christ downed in 
human life, the cross, symbolic 
of Christianity prostrate, that 
human figure, man perhaps, 
suggestive of the element of 
reality dominant over religion? 
Is this the import of the pic¬ 
ture? Or has the painter la¬ 
beled his picture truly in his 
belief or is it a satirical state¬ 
ment of an unknown spiritual 
fact? 

No. 5 showed a group shroud¬ 
ed in mauves and greens sug¬ 
gestive of decay, titled "The 
Berry Pickers.” This was too 
abstract for me. This was cer¬ 
tainly “the berries” as the art¬ 
ist named it, but y~u pick ’em. 

That No. 3 in the exhibit, 
what a lovely design for a sum¬ 
mer dress. I tried to make out 
“Images of Countenances,” but 
failed to find anything, no sug¬ 
gestion of a nose, an ear. But 
eyes — yes. Plenty of them — 
large, small, some merely dots, 
but eyes such as the primitives 
make them—dots. 


The pattern of colors and forms 
show good adaptation of mod¬ 
ern instruction. A reproduction 
of this in any dining room 
would be a good deterrent to 
overeating. 

The study of a circus wagon 
for zebras was nicely and cor¬ 
rectly delineated in red, black 
and white, the lettering dis¬ 
cernible, done exactly as if for 
reproduction for a printed post¬ 
er. I thought a little free line 
and suggestion of the advertis¬ 
ing script could have been 
done in the modern technique. 

Our Robert Frame, instructor 
of the adult education classes 
in art, had one painting, “Idyll 
Wild.” I bad the same reaction 
viewing this picture as when 
I saw his recent one-man show. 
It left me with a feeling of con¬ 
fusion and complexity. The de¬ 
sign would make a leaded 
glass window.
